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REMARKS. 
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On 3 June 1953, the Altengrabow troop training grounds was occupied to 
capacity. A Doer nit si resident stated that, at present, artillai-y units 
from Altenbrug were also stationed at the training grounds. Several 
artillery officers from AltenWg stated that they, this year, would 
stay at Altengrabow only for a short time and would soon leave. During 
the preceding years, these units had stayed at the training grounds all 
summer. Except for the troop quarters at Altengrabow and the Rosenkrug 
cantonment, about 2 Ion south of Schopsdorf, no troop camps were determined in 
the training area or in the vicinity. The Rosenkrug contonment stretched 
southward as far as the Doernitz— ' Wendlobbos© road~ Forty 1^2-mm field 
howitzers were at a parking lot in the woods north of the abovementionec 
road. Numerous one-story temporary quarters were seen in the same area.- 
An undetermined number of troops received instruction on 3 * 122-mm f iel d 
howitzers in a wooded area e a st of the parking lot where the guns nad beet 
observed.
